MEMORANDUM FOR: Chairman, Intelligence Advigory Comittee 


SUBJECT : Reproduction of Material. Originated in Another TAC Agency 
Tnticoduction 


On ¥. June 1957 the Intelligence Advisory Tonmittee noted and approved 
«he following paragraph 2 of the Second, Amuel Report of the IAC Ad-Hoc Sub~ 
Comittee on Information Processing as a temporary procedural guide: 


"In order to handle intelligence reference dete. by Minicard 

end other machines and equipment of advanced design, tae 

member Agencies of the Intelligence Advisory Committee are 
agreed. among thenselves that each cf them may perform repro- 
duction fox thengellves, or for eack. other, of foreign Intelii- 
gence and intelligence invormation, ovlglnally issued oy any 

of them, provided that in every care the document was original ty 
given general distribution to all IAC member, agencies, or 
originally wes pleced on a reading panel for all IAC member 
agencies to select from if they chesze so to do.” 


The approval. was subject to further review by AMIP end presentation of 
apecific recommendations in thie Pleld for ccusiders.tion by the TAC at es. sub- 
sequent meeting. In compliaace with this dizection the following Staff 
Study is submitted: 


2.0 Brobien 


a. New machine techricuwes and equipment for the handling of lerge messes 
of intelligence date are now coming into use. ‘The KLilien Committee auc. other 
groups bave recommended that every effort be meade to adapt the most advenced 
“ypes of equipment to the needs of intelligence. New devices ani systens 
are being developed cach year for tke purposes of information storage, retrieval, 
and computation, and each year will see more of them im use in the TAC 
comunity. 
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bd. ALL these new typee of aquigment involve extensive reproduction 
of the data which are Ped into them. In many types the raw dete mish Pirat be 
ended and then huendled electronically or magnetically in numerieal. or binery 
digital form. In others the date are reproduced photographically, and this 
is most notably the sase sith the Minicard system which is now being installed 
in AgOTH and CUA. Each agency which makes use of advanced equipment will 
be required tc reproduce reports originated by ether agenciea of the TAC 
community and, unless bDlsrket permission 1a granted in advance, the resulting 
procedures will. be cumberreme and impractical te implement. 


2. Facts Bearing Upon the Problen 


Be Executive Orjsr 10501, Safeguarding Official. Iufoonetior in the 
latereasts ef the Defense ¢f the United States, In Section 7, fecomtshi lity 
and Dissemination, reads ta fellows: 
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"Knowledge cr possession of cisseified defense information 
ehell ‘se parmitted only to persons whose officiel duties 
require suck secess in the iatereet of promoting, national 
defense ani only 1f they have been determined tc be truste 
worthy. Preper control of diseemination of classified 
defense infcrmation shall be maintained at al] times, in- 
eluding good. accountability records of classified defense. 
information domments, and severe limitation on the number 
ef such documents, originate] as well as the mumber of 
copies therecf reprodrced. The number of copier of 
classified defense information decumenta shall te keapS 

to a minima to decreace the riek of compraniee of the 
information contained in auch cocumente and the financial. 
burden 92 the Government in protecting such docr ments. 

The following special cules shall be obaerved ir. con» 
nection with accountability for and disseminaticn of 
defense infcrmaticn or materlel : 
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"(c} Information Originating in Another Deyartment 
or Agenzys 


. "Except as otserwise provided by section 102 of the 
National Security Act of Jul 26, 1947, ¢- 343, 61 Stat. 
498, as amended 5) 1.8.C, ser. 403, classified Cefense in- 
formation originating in anovher department or egency shell 
pot. be ifaseminated cuteide the receiving department or 
agency withcut the consent o7? the originating department, 

or agency. Documents end material containing defense in 

 fermmtion which are classified Top Secret or Secret ehall 
not be reproduced withewt the consent of the originating 
department cr agescy.” 
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bo Section 102 of the National Security Act reads in part: 


"{d) For the purpose of coordinating the intelli- 
gence activities of the several Government departments 
and agencies in the interest of national BecurLlty, it 
shall be the duty of the Agency, under the diraction of 
the National Security Counct] -o<.= 
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"(3) to correlate and. evaluate intelligerce re~ 
lating to the national security, and provide for the 
appropriete dissemination of such intelligerce within 
the Goverauent using where appropriate existing agencies 
and facili-sies."

c, A Working Group on Repreduction Needs of Advanced Equimpment for 
Information Storage and Retrieval wag designated by the Ad Hoe Sub-Committee 
on Information Processing. An extract from the Final Report of that Working 
Group dated 10 July 1956, Subject: Minieard and the Application of the 
"Third Agency Rule" is an follows: 


“In order to handle intelligence reference data by 
Minicerd and other machines and equipment of advanced 
design, the member Agencies of the Intelligence Aadvieory 
Committee ere agreed among themaelvaa thet each of then 
may perform reproduction for themeelves 3 OF for each 
other, of foreign intelligence and intelligence infor= 
mation, originally issued by any of them » Provided that 
in every cése the document wes originally given general, 
distribution to all TAC member agencies » OF originally 
was placed on 4 reading penal for ell TAC member egencies 
to select from 1f they chos? so to do. 


"In order to continme to safeguard all sermsitive or 
other limi ted-dissemination materiel falling within the 
spirit of the "Third Agency Rule", the member egencies are 
agreed amorg themselves that such material will. bear a 
special warning stamp which will exclude its reproduction 
into the Minicard or any otier esoperative date. handling 
system at ell times." 
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The Department of State in a memorandum dated 8 October 1956, Subject: 
“Authorization for IAC Agencies to Reproduce Certain State Department Documents", 
accepted the proposal and added the following proviso covering the reproduction 
of documents: 


"ls That each TAC agency maintain a separate record of the 
SECRET documents and another of the documents of lower 
security classification which it reproduced for its own 
or for the use of the other IAC agencies. Thase records 
should not only identify the documents reproduced but 
should also specify the date and the number of copies 
reproduced end their distribution outside the reproducing . 
agency « 


"2. hat copies of these records be submitted for the infor- 
mation of the Departzent cn a monthly basis." 


d. A copy of Depertment of State “"Admintatrative Circular No. 122 dated 
June 14, 1957" implementing this. agreement ir attached. 


3. Discussion 


a. Executive Order 10501 section 7, (c), implies recognition of an exception 
regarding the dissemination and reproduction of classified defense information 
originating in another department or agency ty the Central. Intelligence Agency. 
In the past tha Agency hes followed the practice of obtaining the consent of the 
originating Agency prior to dissemination of that material to another department 
or agency. Such material hes been microfilmed in order to accomplish the 
initial supply and subsequent retrieval necessary for intelligence production. | 
Recognition of the ability to rekrieve rapidly is evidenced by the large number 
of requests for the interchange of coples of documenta by members of the 
community. 3 


b. Tt is evident from the tenor of the National Security Act of 1947, the 
Executive Order 10501, and the N6&CID's that there should be a free and continuing 
interchange of intelligence and information within the Intelligeace Commmity. 


ec. To accomplish this in a dexterous marner requires that all the IAC 
Member Agencies be able to reproduce and diseeminate the intelligence and 
information in their respective files as necessary in the interests of the 
‘national defense. 


d. It should be noted that Executive Order 10501, Section 7, {e) requires 
the consent. of the originating algency when reproducing Top Secret and Secret 
material, thus implying that thefre ia no probibition of reproduction of Con- 
fidential material, Adminstrativply Controlled material or Unclassified material.
